Not mueb Is heard oa to what th* 
Leglalature 1* likely to do tu th* way at 
law-making or law-tlakertog. Important 
things for Its consideration sr* *hs pro¬ 
posed eoiistUutioaol smeodmento which 
were passed by th* lari Legislature, sad 
wbloh, If ratified by the coming body, 
will go to the people for acceptance er 
rejection at a special eteados. The 
Important of thee* amendments 
those providing for biennial sessions at 
th* Leglalature, the creation of an In¬ 
dependent Court of Appeals, and extend¬ 
ing the term of the Governor from three 
to four years. Of these proposed 
•hangs* In tbs fundamental law of the 
Bute, u I* likely that ihs btennial 
cessions plan will be opposed with 
sufficient strength to detest It, but that 
providing for the new Court of Appeals 
has the Indorsement of lawyers In all 
part* of the JStste, and Is the resell of 
years of sgltailor. It Is bald that litiga¬ 
tion cannot have fair and Impartial 
treatment under the present plan of ap 
peal, and that an Independent ooun la 
the only solution of many present dim. 
cutties. Ooe of ttas most earnest ad- 
voce tea of biennial seeelooe ha* been 
General Bebell htmOeir, and with him 
disabled, It la feared that this step for 
reform will fall. It la not liked by tke 
litre country leaders, who look upon the 
a n isl elect!oo of members of tbs As¬ 
sembly as oo« of tbs best mss ns of keep¬ 
ing things poKUcsl In trim. 

It la pretty certain that the Meeker 
election law will come up for revision. 
If nut repeal. The oooeolMoUoa of the 
-I ring riectlona with those of the f*U 
has nut ptovsn all that was desired from 
a political standpoint, and the new law 
la full of unforeeeaa complloetloa* 
•kick mast need* he strolghtewed out 
by tke coming session. Just what wl I 
happen to Us law la one of the prob¬ 
lems, for there are any number of pleas 
proposed for Its p dobing sad ttahsriag. 
Ot eourss, U* Essex County delegation 
will again exert lieetf for tbs poses ge of 
s*U to stop th# pollution of the Passole
